The departure of King Augu- 
ftus for Poland, is put off till the 22d inftanr, by reaton 
of his Indifpofition ; but inthe mean time fome of his Mi- 
nifters are fet out for Warfaw, upon advice that the Po- 
lifh -Ferces and thofs of Mufcovy have had feveral 
Skirmifhes, avd that che Poles in general exprefs the 
utmoft Averfion againit thofe Foreigners, upon ac. 
count of the Depredations cominitted in the Territoricies 
ofthe Republick, Thole Miniiters are to endeavour to 
induce the Hereditary Prince. of Mufcovy to ferbid the 

Violencies committed by his Troops, and at the fame 
timeto difpofe the Poles to forbear Hoftilities, and af- 
fure them that his Polifh Majefty has already taken ef- 
fe&tual Meafures to prevent any fucuré Cemplaints on 
that fubje&. The Recruits for the Saxon Troops in the 
Netherlandsare ready co march 3 but we hear King Avu- 
guftus has fent Orders to his Minifter ac the Hague, to 
notify to the States, that he cannot fend back thither the 
3 Batallions that were lately recalled from thence, ha- 
ving occafion to employ them in Pomerania; from whence 
we hear, that the Swedesexpeét a great Reinforcement: 
from Sweden, and give out that they are to invade this 
Eleétoraté. Getters from Poland confirm, that Azoph 
has been aétually delivered up to the Turks, and Tap- 
garoke demolifhed, according to the late Treaty, fo thar 
the Mufcovites do not feem apprehenfive of a new War 
with the Port, notwithftanding al} our Advices from Tur- 
key fpeak of it as if it were already begun, becaufe of 
fome Hoftilities that have happened between the Mulco- 
vites and Tartars. .
